STUDENTS RIOT 
AS PARK PUNS 
TALKS IN TOKYO 
By C. S. CHIN 
SEOUL, South Korea AP)— 
More than 42.000 students dem­ 
onstrated in IO Korean cities to­ 
day against the government's 
negotiations to normalize rela­ 
tions with Japan, but President 
Chung Hee Park vowed to con­ 
tinue the talks in Tokyo no mat­ 
ter how many turn out. 
Backed by 
armed troops, 
Park went on the air with an 
appeal for calm in the face of 
the biggest outpouring of stu­ 
dents since the public rioting 
brought down President Syng- 
man Rhee in April 1960. 
WARNS AGAINST REDS 
Park told the students they 
were playing into the hands of 
Communist agitators by persist­ 
ing in their demonstrations, now 
in their third day. 
But he stressed that the dip­ 
lomatic talks in Tokyo will con­ 
tinue and he promised to settle 
differences with Japan, Korea's 
overlord for 30 years until the 
end of World War II, "only on 
terms most favorable to us." 
As he made the radio broad­ 
cast, 20,000 students surged 
through the streets of Seoul 
chanting anti-Japanese slogans, 
and denouncing South Korea's 
Japan policy as "humiliating 
diplomacy." An estimated 22,000 
others clogged the streets of 
nine smaller cities. 
TROOPS CONTROL CROWD 
Most of the demonstrations 
were peaceful, but in Seoul sev­ 
eral hundred students tried to 
break through barricades across 
approaches to the presidential 
palace. Steel-helmeted troops 
drove them back with swinging 
rifle butts. Several students 
wre injured. 
The students, most of them of 
high school age, only got a half 
mile from the hillside palace. 
The negotiations to normalise 
relations between Japan and 
South Korea have been dragging 
on for years, hut recently Park 
and Japanese Premier Hayato 
Ikada have been making a de­ 
termined effort to bring them to 
n successful conclusion.

Hi Court Voids 
Fair Trade Act 
PITTSBURGH AP) — The 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court de­ 
clared unconstitutional today 
the stele Fair Trade Act of 
1935. 
In a 5-2 decision, the high 
court ruled the act unconstitu 
tional on grounds that it gave 
manufacturers the power of the 
legislature. 
The court ruled on a decision 
of Judge Samuel A. Weiss of the 
Allegheny County Common Pleas 
Court on Sept. 3, 1963. 
The c o u r t reversed Judge 
Weiss who had merely rulec 
that he had to abide by the act 
as it was law. 
The case reached the state 
Supreme Court on an appeal by 
White dross Stores, Inc., which 
had been sued by Olin Mathie- 
son Chemical Corp. 
In the case before Judge Weiss 
Olin Matteson had obtained an 
injunction against White Cross 
preventing them from selling 
Squibb products at prices less 
than the corporation had estab­ 
lished as minimum in fair trade 
coatrack.

SAYS SENATOR 
IS PROMOTING 
APPEASEMENT

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Re 
publican 
national 
chairman, 
William E. Miller, charges Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., with 
promoting appeasement. 
"The course Sen. Fulbright 
advocates is the same road 
which 
Neville 
Chamberlain 
traveled in the 1930's,” Miller 
said in a statement today. "It 
is a course which Republicans 
will oppose now as they have op­ 
posed it in the past.” 
Fulbright, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com 
mittee, called on the Johnson 
administration and the nation 
Wednesday to abandon "old 
myths” and face up to "the new 
realities of our time.” 
UROES CUBA MOVE 
He called for prompt revision 
of the Panama Canal Treaty 
and a new attitude toward Cuba 
—viewing its Communist Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro as a oui 
sance but not a grave threat to 
the United States. 
Miller did not use the word 
appeasement in his attack on 
Fulbright. But there could be 
no other implication to the ref­ 
erence to Chamberlain, the pre 
World War II British prime min­ 
ister who acceded to Germany's 
territorial demands on its neigh­ 
bors. 
Miller said Fulbright’s re­ 
marks—a 70-mtoute speech ti­ 
tled "Old Myths and New Re­ 
alities” delivered to an almost 
empty Senate chamber—set the 
stage for the foreign policy de­ 
bate in the 1964 campaign. 
"This is a trial balloon which 
the Johnson administration is 
sending up to prepare public 
opinion for the acceptance of a 
foreign policy that could lead 
only to disaster for the United 
States and other free nations,” 
said Miller, a New York con­ 
gressman. 
"WORTH CONSIDERING” 
White House sources described 
Fulbright’s speech as very in­ 
teresting and with many items 
worthy of consideration. The 
sources said Fulbright had not 
discussed it in advance with any 
member of the administration 
and that "specifically on Cuba 
and Panama it does not repre­ 
sent the policy of the ad 
ministration.” 
Miller said th# real myths in 
Fulbright’s speech were his as­ 
sumptions that the Soviet Union 
has "drawn back” from aggros 
sive policies, that "the nature of 
the Chinese Communist threat” 
has changed and that more 
trade with Communist nations 
will "strengthen the foundations 
of peace.”

skies in tornado alley. 
Tornado alley is that area of 
the midcontinent that stretches 
from West Texas northeastward 
to the Canadian border. Over 
the years more twisters have 
been reported in this area than 
any where else in the country. 
Eastern Kansas and western 
Missouri are in the heart of the 
alley. 
SPORT TORNADOES 
Officials in the Kansas City 
Weather Bureau explained prep­ 
arations for spotting tornadoes 
and issuing warnings to resi­ 
dents this spring in an area 
roughly bounded by Sioux City, 
Iowa; Hastings, Neb.; Russell, 
Kan.; Tulsa, Okla.; Fayetteville 
Ark., and the Mississippi River. 
April, May and June are the 
worst tornado months. The past 
nine years the Kansas City Bu­ 
reau has issued from three to 
five tornado forecasts a month 
in a 200-mile area, said Bob 
Baskins, supervisor of guidance 
forecasting in a news confer­ 
ence Wednesday. 
STORM WARNINGS 
The government agency issues 
a tornado forecast whenever 
conditions indicate the likeli­ 
hood of tornadoes or severe 
thunderstorms. It issues a tor­ 
nado warning only after a con­ 
firmed tornado has been sight­ 
ed on the ground. 
The Kansas City Weather Bu­ 
reau has a staff of 117 volun­ 
teer sky watchers located about 
five miles apart around the 
city.

The origin rf th* custom of 
giving chocolate eggs and rab­ 
bits as Easter gifts dates a 
long way back into history. 
Eggs have been used as a 
sign of the fertility of spring 
for centuries, (tie custom dat­ 
ing back to ancient Persia 
and Egypt. The rabbit, being 
a prolific animal, is also con­ 
nected with the return of 
spring each year, and, since 
Easter is a spring festival, 
both egg and rabbit have been 
grafted on to it. 
The rugged old Norse sail­ 
ors are tied up with the cus­ 
tom. They had a divinity of 
spring they called Ostera or 
Eastre—from which the name 
Easter is derived. The egg 
and the rabbit were objects 
symbolic of this divinity, and 
it wasn’t long before people 
became so confused they be­ 
lieved the rabbit laid a special 
kind of egg on Easter eve. 
• • • 
The meta rn candy maker, 
however, has to start much 
earlier than the day before 
Easter. Several months ahead, 
factories start turning out 
eggs and rabbits for Easter. 
Both products are made by a 
time-honored process that has 
not been improved upon even 
in the age of modern tech­ 
nology. Molten chocolate is 
poured into pewter-plated steel 
molds and allowed to harden.

The brunt of a concussion suf­ 
fered by former astronaut John 
H. Glenn Jr. Feb. 20 was ab­ 
sorbed by his left inner ear, his 
doctor says. 
Dr. Earl W. Brannon said in 
an interview that the Marine 
lieutenant colonel is making a 
normal course of recovery from 
an injury of this type. He de­ 
scribed it as labyrinthitis, an 
inflammation of the inner ear, 
generally caused by an injury 
or infection. 
F IL L IN BATHROOM 
Glenn slipped as he was at­ 
tempting to hang a mirror in 
the bathroom of his temporary 
Columbus. Ohio, apartment and 
slammed his head against the 
bathtub. 
Brannon explained Glenn's in­ 
jury this way: 
Tile left side of his head, just 
above and slightly behind the 
left ear in the left temporal re­ 
gion, hit the bathtub. 
As a result of the blow, there 
was swelling and bleeding un­ 
der the skin and in the muscle 
over the hone. This was a su­ 
perficial bruise about the Bise 
el a goose egg and has since 
healed. 
DAMAGE INNBR IA R 
The shock wave from the 
blow, or what is called a con­ 
cussion, was localized in the 
area of the temporal bone in the 
portion of the skull that houses 
the ear. 
Primarily, the damage was in 
the inner ear, or labyrinth por­ 
tion. The inner ear has two 
functions—hearing and equilib­ 
rium. 
In Glenn's case, the brunt of 
the concussion was taken up in 
the equilibrium center that con- 
I trois a person's balance and co­ 
ordination. 
He suffered no loss of hearing. 
When Glenn sita too long, 
; turns his bead too abruptly, or 
walks for any distance he ex­ 
periences dizziness and a loss of 
balance associated with nausea. 
Treatment has included plen­ 
ty of rest and primarily admin­ 
istration of medicines to relieve 
dizziness and reduce swelling, 
Brannon said. "There has been 
no surgery.”

lights about the dealings of Bah 
cr, who resigned under fire last 
Oct. 7 as secretary to the Sen 
ate’s Democratic majority: 
Edward Hugler, a government 
auditor on loan to the commit­ 
tee, said examination of Baker's 
federal income tax returns for 
1969 through 19S2 had shown 
only "a few discrepancies.” 
He and another witness, Mil 
ton L. Hauft, an accountant who 
helped Baker prepare his ISSI 
and 1982 returns, said they could 
not explain $40,000 of income re­ 
ported by Baker in 19S2. 
Hauft also testified that his 
name had been forged to the 
1961 nsturn filed by Baker hut 
that the tax due was correctly 
reported. He said no attempt 
had hew made to imitate his 
signature hut he didn't know 
what to call it except forgery. 
The committee's investigation 
centers on how Baker, while on 
the Swats pay roll at $19,000 a 
year, acquired a fortune he es­ 
timated in excess of $2 million 
After Wednesday's testimony, 
special counsel L. P. McLendon 
was asked by newsmen if the 
hearings were over. "I hope so, 
he replied, adding work already 
had been started on a report to 
the Senate.

J. W. Fulbright of Ar­ 
kansas,'chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
in an 8,000-word speech Wednes­ 
day criticized the Johnson ad­ 
ministration for yielding to the 
**malady of chronic and exces­ 
sive caution.** 
He said “an effective foreign 
policy is one which concerns it­

with 
innovation 
abroad than with conciliation at 
home. It is sometimes neces­ 
sary for leaders to do unpleas­ 
ant and unpopular things.** 
BUICK RESPONSE 
Fulbright ranged the world— 
Communism, Russia, Red Chi­ 
na, Viet Nam, Cuba, Latin 
America, Panama—calling for 
this country and its leaders to 
abandon ancient myths, do some 
re-thinking and face realities. 
But on some of the problems 
he mentioned Fulbright didn’t 
seem to have any new ideas 
himself. 
Nevertheless, all this got a 
quick and cynical response from 
Rep. Melvin R. Laird of Wiscon­ 
sin , chairman of the platform 
committee at this summer’s Re­ 
publican convention.

He said the President and his 
advisers have a responsibility 
in a situation like this to “axer 
cise their own best judgment as 
to where the national interest 
ties" even though it may mean 
“unpopular decisions.’’ 
This country, Fulbright said, 
should re-examine its dealings 
with Russia to take advantage 
of the Russian-Red Chinese split 
and be prepared for revolutions 
in Latin America where “oligar 
chief" oppose peaceful social 
change.

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Nine Men Convicted In 
London Train Robbery ARRESTED 


AYLESBURY, England (AP) 
—A jury found nine men guilty 
today on charges of taking part 
in Britain’s great train robbery 
—the theft of $7,345,000 from 
the Glasgow-London mail train 
last Aug. 8. 
A 10th man was found guilty 
of conspiring to obstruct the 
course of justice. 
Judge Edmund Davies said he 
would defer sentencing the con­ 
victed men until after the trial 
of eight other persons accused 
of complicity in the giant money 
snatch, the largest cash robbery 
in the annals of world crime. 
The eight awaiting trial — in­ 
cluding three women — were 
granted separate trials when the 
case was brought to court in 
January. 
Another 
defendant 
pleaded guilty and still another 
got a directed verdict of acquit­ 
tal during the trial. 
MILLIONS MISSING 
The police have so far recov­ 
ered only 258,000 pounds ($722,- 
400* of the loot and are still 
looking for the gang’s master­ 
minds, who are believed to be 
in possession of the balance. 
The haul was made in a com­ 
mando-like raid on the London- 
bound mail train after it was 
stopped by a false red signal at 
a hamlet near Aylesbury. 
Most of the money was in five- 
pound notes being transferred 
from banks in Scotland to banks 
in the British capital. 
The trial began Jan. 20 and 
lasted nine weeks, an unusual 
length for a British criminal 
trial. Judge Davies took five 
days to deliver his summation. 
DELIBERATE 3 DAYS 
The jury’s three-day delibera­ 
tion was the longest such ses­ 
sion in England since 1670, when 
a jury was kept locked up for 
two days without food and wa­ 
ter but refused to convict Wil­ 
liam Penn of preaching to an 
unlawful assembly of Quakers. 
The Aylesbury jury suffered 
no such privations. But Judge 
Davies, after a juror reported 
last week that he had been of­ 
fered a bribe, decreed that their 
whereabouts while deliberating 
should be kept secret, they 
should have no access to radios, 
television sets, newspapers and 
phone calls, and their families 
should be put under police 
guard.

G. 
Goody, 34, barber, London; Bri­ 
an A. Field, 29, clerk, White- 
church Hill, Oxfordshire; and 
Roy J. James, 28, silversmith 
and auto racing driver, London. 
John D. Wheater, 41, a lawyer 
of Ashstead, Surrey, was found 
innocent on the robbery charge 
but guilty of conspiring to ob­ 
struct the course of justice.

The disturbance came late in 
the day when Mrs. Frances 
Downey, former matron of the 
Schuylkill County prison, was 
testifying to Miss Reis' conduct 
after statements of other de­ 
fendants had been read to her 
in the warden's office on April 
3, 1960. 
She quoted Miss Reis as say­ 
ing, “Oh, so that was what it 
was all about. Those crumbs.'' 
Simone then read from the 
transcript of Mrs. Downey’s tes­ 
timony at the first trial, which 
ended in a hung Jury, during 
which she said Miss Reis denied 
that she was involved in the 
burglary. Mrs. Downey said, 
however, that she didn't recall 
that testimony because it was so 
long ago. 
NO ACTUAL DENIAL 
Friedberg then took up read­ 
ing the manuscript, when Mrs. 
Downey admitted-that Miss Rais 
did not actually deny the state­ 
ment, but she got the impres­ 
sion of denial from the words 
“those c ru m b s ." ....................... 
Simone 
then 
objected 
to 
Friedberg reading the 
tran­ 
script and to the follow up ques­ 
tions on the grounds that he was 
cross-examining 
his . own 
wit­ 
ness. Judge Staudenmeier said 
Simone had taken the iussage 
out of context. 
Friedberg asked Ii Miss Reis 
denied implication in the bur­ 
glary, and Mrs. Downey replied, 
“no.”

Miller, a defendant and the 
state's star witness in the case, 
to produce his income tax rec­ 
ords from 1953 until 1959.

Ball said he would like theso 
ideas to set the tone of the 122- 
nation conference, which has al­ 
ready heard spokesmen of the 
underdeveloped countries con­ 
demn GATT as inadequate to 
their need for a larger share of 
world trade.
